Instead, Hughes continued, “it was 
left as a matter of mere conjecture 
to what extent membership in the 
brotherhood was induced by any 
illegal conduct on the part of the 
employers.” 

While not disputing the charge of 
the NLRB that employers coerced 
workers to join the A. F. of L. f- 
filiate, Hughes held that the NLRB 
decision should have declared that 
“Brotherhood and its locals were 
entitled to solicit members and em- 
Ployees were entitled to join.” He 
further declared that many of the 
30,000 employees signed up with 
the IBEW did so voluntarily and 
could be represented by that union. 
His main contention was that “the 
employers practices which were 
complained of, could be stopped 
without imperiling the interest of 
those who for all that appears had 
exercised freely their right of

Hitler has threatened to have every one of 
them murdered in a great mass-slaughter if any attempt 
is made to assassinate him. This is a recent report by 
Lowell Thomas, over the radio.
